Meeting with Jarring 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — Fo- 
Teign Minister Abba Hban, in hia 
meeting with U.N. envoy Gunner 
Farring on Thursday, was reported 
to have complained of the publicity 
and outside pressure attending the 
Arab-Israeli peace talks Dr. Jarring 
ig conducting here. 

Informed sources 80 disclosed af- 
ter Mr. Eban spent almost 234 
hours with the U.N. envoy at a 
working luncheon held in the apart- 
ment of Israel's Ambassador to the 
U.N., Yosef Tekoah.

‘The sources said Mr, Eban “ana- 
lyzed the difficulties which have 
arisen since the resumption of the 
talks," including “the public and 
constant intervention of outside fac- 
tors and the exposure of all stages 
of negotiation to publicity.” 

ATTEMPT TO INFLUENCE 

“Mr. Eben considers it a serious 
matter also,” they went on, “that 
instead of ne; with Egypt 
under the auspices of and through 
Ambassador Jarring, there is an at- 
tempt to influence Israel to conduct 
negotiations with international or- 
gans and the powers which are 
pressing Israel to forgo its right to 
free negotiations.”

Hawatmeh claims 
U.S. offered 
‘Palestine state’ 


BEIRUT (AP). — Terrorist leader 
WNaef Hawatmeh claims the U.S. has 
offered to establish a Palestinian 
state to settle the Palestine ques- 
tlon, 

‘The Iraqi News Agency quoted 
Hawatmeh, head of the Popular 
Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, as saying that the U.S. 
made the proposal through Tunisian 
Foreign Minister Mohammed al- 
Mashmoudl. He did not say when. . 

According to the agency, Hawat- 
meh told a rally in Baghdad Thurs- 
day night that the proposed state 
would indhude the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank, and most of the 
East Bank. It also quoted Hawat- 
meh 85 saying tit the plan pro- 
vided for the “relinquishment and 
‘the liquidation of King Hussein's 
regime.” He said the U.S. stipulated 
that the wrea inhabited by Beduin 
tribes on the borders between Jor 
dan and Saudi Arabia be kept arm- 
ed and out of the proposed Pales- 
tinfan state. 

Meauwile, the Popular Frent for 
the Liberation of Palestine's official 
spokesman Friday predicted that a 
“limited war” svould break out soon 
between Egypt and Israel, paying 
the way for a peaceful settlement 
policed by an international force in 
the Middle Bast. 

“Such a war would sult ithe pur- 
poses of backstage Western plan- 
ners of a Middle East peace settle- 
ment,” said Ghassan Kanafani in an 
article in the P.F.L.P.'s newspaper 
“Al-Hadaf.”

MADRID. — 

T= Spaniard of the "70s is com- 
ing up in the world. He is tal- 
ler, eats better and has more money 


In 10 years the “average Span- 
jiard” has gained half an inch in 
height, six pounds in weight. But 
these alterations in his 
proportions are only part of a lrg- 
er picture: the changing face of 
Spain. 

For in the past decade this na- 
tion has enjoyed the fastest rate of 
growth of any country in Europe 
— with startling effects. 

Twenty years ago Spain was 
prostrate. Bled white by the civil 
war of 1936-39 Spain then had to 
endure for six years the economic 
blockades of World War EL After 
that, seven more lean yearns be- 
cause of international ostracism. 

The ‘Spaniard then was chronical- 
ly under-nourished and in want of 
just about . Bread was 
rationed, cigarettes were bought one 
or two at a time, thread was sold 
by the metre — when available. 
The black market, plegue of ailing 
economies, thrived. 

But those dark times are gone, 
hopefully for ever. Today Spain is 
pressing on toward economic im- 
provement more equitably shared.

The spectacular of Spain's eco- 
nomic progress is due in large 
measure to the fact that expansion 
started from a very low base — 
the sickly economy had nowhere to 
go but up. But despite its upward 
surge the Spanish economy is still 
far behind that of most European 
countries. 

In terms of car ownership, for 
instance, FOESSA, a private found- 
ation for sociological research, points 
out that in 1969 Spain had only 40 
automobiles per 1,000 inhabitants 
compared with 280 in France and 
139 in Ttaly. 

‘The change in Spain has brought 
about a notable shift in the social 
and population pattern. It is es- 
timated that in the past 10 years 
1.5 million people have moved from 
agricultural regions to urban and 
industrial centres where wages ere 
higher. 

A consequence of Spain's “eco- 
nomic miracle” which could make 
for greater political stability in 
times of stress is the emergence 
of a growing middie class. Accord- 
ing to FOESSA 70 per cent of the 
country’s 33 miliion inhabitants can 
now be designated as middle class, 
leaving 29 per cent “poor” and one 
per cent “upper class" (0.2 per 
cent of the latter rating the clas- 
sification: “elite’). Of the ΤῸ per 
cent middle class, says FOBSSA, 64 
per cent must still be rated as 
“lower” middle class. 


Solel Boneh 
: barred from

The President, who delivered the 
unanimouns opinion of the five-man 
bench, held at, the outset that he 
did not Intend to-enter into the me- 
rits of the opposing parties’ claims 
to ownership of the disputed holy 
places because, first, in accordance .

Teller wants t to end scientific secrecy 


The “Father of the H-bomb.” Prof. 


SAN FRANCISCO .(Ofns).— 
Edward Teller, the Hungarian- 
porn nuclear physicist who gave 
the "Gultea States 
pomb, told me last oe that tne 
time has come to abolish secrecy 
in scientific research. He urged that 
America should move towards that 
goal at once. 

A. unilateral initiative of this kind, 
he said, would accelerate world pro- 
gress, save Britain and other West- 
ern allies heavy expenditure in com- 
petitive research, and help to win 
back the alienated young ‘scientist 
whose rejection of work on security 
Projects he considers disturbing and 
dangerous for the future. 

Dr, Teller also believes that the 
abandonment of secrecy would ul- 
timately lead to opening up Soviet 
Russia in the same way, thus mak- 
ing “more le pee len necks: 
sary” genuine agreement .on 
mament. His proposal is the fruit 
of 25 years of troubled cogitation 
since Hiroshima, a tragedy which 
he thinks might have been averted.

Dr. Teller is a sombre, controver-

Une spokesman for the Pentagon. 
Some weeks ago, at the American 
Association of Scientists in 
dissidents presented him with their 
Dr. Strangelove Award — a model 
soldier with the legend: “I am only 
doing my duty.” He refused it. “It 
is the first award I have declined,” 
he said, “though perhaps some of the 
others have been equally undeser- “! 
ved." 

Dr. Teller’s home is the Berkeley 
Hills. In a mellow room with wide 
windows that look down on San 
Francisco he talked of his youth in 
Hitler's Germany. As one of a circle 
of Jewish scientists he was “rescued 
by 8 very generous British group.” 


years later he was invited to the 
United States. 

Nazi aggression and the discovery 
of fission in Germany led him into 
the decision to turn from his first 
love, pure science, to the race for 
the atomic bomb. After World War 
ΤΠ, Russia's first atomic explosion in 
1949, made work on the thermont- 
clear bomb, in his view, essential to 
‘the safety -of Western: civilisation. 
“Fortunately that development hag 
never yet been used.” 

Dr. Teller owns to no doubts on 
the rightness of this course. At the 
least it preserves the stalemate. 

“A selentist,” he said, “has first 
a duty to make good science. And 
secondly to explain its results. But 
those who claim that we should take 
the consequences of every discovery 
into account are guilty of deep con- 
fusion and improper thinking. What- 
ever you do in life may have con- 
sequences beyond recall 

Limits of duty 

“In a democracy, ultimate deci- 
sions are made by the people. A 
general does not rule on war or 
peace. A law-maker does not decide 
in detail how his law will be ap- 
plied. A scientist's duty also has its 
limits.

I felt we'd 
thrown away a chance to show the 
world that science could stop a ter- 
rible war without killing anyone. 
Now I am not so sure. 

“Fresh information suggests that 
Japan was much more determined 


to continue the war at all costs than’ 


we supposed.” Dr. Teller tapped a 
copy of John Toland’s new book, 
“The Sun,” that lay beside 
his chafr. “A show of force which 
failed to convince might have led 
“to a million or more casualties on 
both sides. Dreadful as it was, the 
Hiroshima bomb actually killed no 
more than the fire-bomb raids on 
Tokyo or Dresden in the same year.” 

Defenders of the Hiroshima de- 
cision have always contended that 
the Americans had only two avail- 
able atomic bombs. Dr. Teller sur- 
prised me by saying they had more 


.the human wrist. 


— but that information is. sil 
classified, 

“Incredible? I know. But once 
when I mentioned this matter be- 
fore a private scientific meeting, and 
security accused me of divulging top- 
secret Information, I was able ‘to 

them that no great offence 
had been committed.” : 

This, Dr. Teller suggested, was 
typical of the over-emphasis on 
secrecy. In World War ΙΓ it was 
justified by Germany's advanced re- 
search ‘on fission. Later the Allies 
kept the drapes on, believing — “it 
turned out quite wrongly” — that 
they could hold their monopoly of 
nuclear power. 

Today, with the enormous rise in 
‘applied science in Russia, secrecy 
was almost valueless. It would be 
8. miracle if the Russians were not 
ahead of the West in many im- 
portant details and some basic res- 
pects. ς 

“Which details? Which respects? 
To the extent that I know I am 
inhibited by security from speaking. 
You see, we have this strange habit 
of Soviet secrets even 
more rigorously than our own. But 
all recent rej — including that 
of the Institute of Strategic Studies 
in London — that the Rus- 
sians have clearly surpassed us in 
nuclear striking power. Quantitative- 
ly, in the total weight that land- 
based missiles can carry, ney, have 
ἃ great advantage. Qualifa: 
are in still more serious trouble. 
Beyond the Urals, in Adademogo- 
rodok, the Russians have built the 
greatest centre in the world for ad- 
vanced research and the education 
of the next generation. : 

“Visitors tell me it is one of 
the few places in Russia where 
free speech is almost permitted. 

At least peopie there are more 

than in Moscow. It is 


Bia for the free world. They are 
making an unequalled scientific 
effort. An immense amount of 
work is going on there, at a time 
when our young people are ques- 
tioning even the desirability of 
more technology.” 

Dr. Teller believes the United 
States is ahead in one field related 
to defence electronic computers, “so 
we have the paradox that where we 
are open Wwe forge ahead, and where 
we apply the strictest secrecy we 
lag behind. 

Secrecy.is distasteful 

“One powerful reason for this is 
that where men can choose their 
‘work, secret subjects tend to be 
avoided. Since the alchemists, secre- 
cy has been distasteful to the scien- 
tic mind. In Russia, where sclen- 
tists, Uke everyone else, are told what

In 
the West we have found the strait- 
jacket of secrecy to be a greater 
hindrance to Ourselves than to 
others.” ἘΠῚ envisages this abolition 
of secrecy proceeding in stages, 
starting with. the publication of 
what America knows about Russian 
advances. 


“As long as we hold information 
back peopie will remain confused 
about important defence decisions 
and peace planning. 

“Secondly, we should drop secrecy 
in research. I do not suggest we 
reveal to everyone exactly where 
each of our ‘nuclear submarines is 
located. But: one radical step I 
throw out for discussion is that we 
should give the widest latitude to 
the question of what should or should 
not be 

"In vital matters one has to rely 
on the prudence of a chosen few. 
It's a large operation. thousands of 
people may have to know. So we 
issue secret documents, safeguarded 
by the law. We could continue this 
practice as long as it was needed. 
But we should. also introduce legis- 
lation permitting such official secrets 
to be made ‘public one year later. 
In this way we restrict secrecy to a 
temporary tactic.”

Dr. Teller believes that a one-year | 
delay would make so little difference | ] 
in research that the law might never 
be invoked. He would allow foreign 
visitors to his laboratory “although 
I might hesitate to show and ex- 
plain every plece of apparatus to 
everyone who comes along. This 
could bea question of privacy rather 
than secrecy." Such moves, he sug- 
gests, would strengthen and coor- 
dinate the research efforts of the 
West. “Tt is a shame that Britain 
and other Neto countries must in- 
eur large costs to piece together 
facts known to us and, in- 
cidentally, to the Russians. 


“You cannot tell everything — 
mot to your best friend, not to 
your wife, not to your mother — 
but secrecy among partners truly 
impedes partnership. By extend- 
ing help to countries willing to 
embrace an agreed policy of 
openness we can create something 
like an open world, where cooper- 
ation and the defence of peace 
become easier. 

“The first official Soviet reaction 
may be negative. But this may not 
be the last word. There are clear 
signa that Rusaian scientists do not 
love secrecy any more than we do. 
And while they have no power, they 
do enjoy considerable respect. 

“If we have real cooperation 
among ourselves, and if the entrance 
fee to the club is the abandonment 
of secrecy, it could show the men 
in the Kremlin that the spontaneous 
drive of scientists freed from secrecy 
can produce more rapid progress. 
That might be an effective induce- 
ment to them.” 

What effect would this have on 
current arms talks? “How can we 
talk about disarmament so long as 
neither side cares to define either 
what its secret arms are, or what 
future arms it may be planning?” 
asked Dr. Teller. “Once we convince 
Russia that it is best to begin to 
open up, genuine talks will become 
possible. 

"Openness is not a charm which 
will banish the dangers of war over- 
night. But at the same time it may 
turn out to be in the long run the 
best way — and I believe the only: 
way — in which an approach to a 
safer world can be made. 


Over-reaction 


“It will clear the minds of young 
people who, at present, are over- 
reacting to attempts to place tech- 
nology on a pedestal. It will allow 
discussion in more complete and rea- 
sonable terms. It will engender in- 
formed public debate, which to my 
mind is absolutely necessary if de- 
mocratic institutions are to work.” 

As aboy, Dr. Teller enjoyed science 
fiction. Now he no longer reads it. 
“Then, the stories used to say ‘How 
wonderful!’ Now they all say, ‘How 
horrible!’ ” 

‘But he believes, he says, that only 
through science can the needs of 
the world's millions be met. Through 
the revival of interest and support 
for science among the young this 
could be achieved.
